These verses troubled me for 
some six years after I was con- 
verted more than anything else in 
the Bible, except one verse in the 
epistle to the Hebrews which isn’t 
there at all! The verse I imagined 
was in the Hebrews caused me 
many sleepless nights, and soul 
anxiety. I heard many sermons on 
it, and. I was so impressed with 
the import of that verse, that I 
used to, have it painted on a ban- 
ner to hang up behind me every 
place I went for I believed it, even 
though it caused me a lot of 
trouble, and I will never forget 
how amazed I was when I found 
that it wasn’t in the Bible. I had 
even preached on it many times. 
“Without holiness, no man shall 
see the Lord.” I thought that that 
verse was in the Bible, and I had 
been told that holiness was a

| second definite work of grace, fol 
'lowing after one’s justification, and 


that unless one obtained that ex- 
perience of holiness here on earth 
no matter whether he had been 
regenerated, justified, and enjoyed 
much of Christ, he would never see 
the Lord, after all. I remember a 
friend of mine used to preach 4 
sermon called “Holiness or Hell,’ 
He said if we did not get all the 
sin purged out of us so that we 
were holy, we would be lost, no 
matter what kind of Christian ex- 
perience we had had. I went to 
the front and asked the Lord to 
root out the sin in my life, and 
claimed His promises by faith, and 
I kept on claiming them until 
something went wrohg, and I felt 
everybody else did the same thing. 
They would go on splendidly for a 
little while, and then something 
would go wrong and they would 
start over again in order to attain 
that experience. I remember so 
well after six and one-half years 
of this, how astonished I was when 
one day I sat down to read He- 
brews, twelve, “Follow peace with 
all men, and holiness, without which 
no man shall see the Lord.” Why, 
I said to myself, is that the way 
that verse reads? I thought the

to be dead unto sin. We are not 
our own, we are bought with a 
price and henceforth we should 
glorify God in our bodies and in 
our spirits which are God’s. Your 
talents are God’s and should be 
used only for His glory. Your pos- 
sessions are God’s, all of them, not 
just one-tenth. Your time belongs 
to God, all of it, not just one- 
seventh. With loving and grateful 
abandon, every child of God should, 
like Paul, toil “night and day” 
with tears to serve Him. 

But we are accustomed to place 
far too high a value on what we 
do for God. We tell young people 
that God needs them, that God 
needs workers. We tell the public 
that God needs their tithes and of- 
ferings to carry on His work. 
Christians are guilty of urging 
even upon lost sinners how much 
good they could do, how badly they 
are needed in the work of Christ. 
That attitude is all wrong. God 
needs none of us at all. John the 
Baptist warned the Jews not to 
think themselves safe because they 
were the seed of Abraham, for 
“God is able of these stones to 
raise up children unto Abraham.” 
The praises of the children, ‘“Ho- 
sanna to the Son of David,” on 
Christ’s triumphal entry into Je- 
rusalem, were sweet to the ears 
of the Saviour, but He reminded 
the people that if men did not 
praise Him, the very rocks would 
cry out. We speak much of the 
guilt of Judas in betraying Jesus, 
of Peter in denying Him, of the

cowardice of Pilate and of the 
devilish hate of the Jewish rulers 
in having Christ crucified. We 
leave the impression sometimes 
that the whole thing would have 
been different if there had been a 
few men to stand up for Jesus 
and that Christ need not have gone 
to the cross. That is not true! He 
Himself said to Pilate, “Thou 
couldest have no power at all 
against me, except it were given 
thee from above” (John 19:11). 
If He wished, He could have called 
twelve legions of angels at His 
convenience, He said (Matt. 26: 
53). His life was not taken from 
Him. He laid it down and He took 
it up again (John 10:18). A basic 
fact is that the death of Christ 
was not the result of men’s hate, 
but rather of His own choice and 
the Father’s pian. God gave His 
Son and this Son “Poured out His 
soul unto death.” He died on the 
cross before the thieves died be. 
cause “He gave up the ghost.” Re- 
member these sayings in the 53rd 
chapter of Isaiah, “It pleased the 
Lord to bruise Him,” “Thou shalt 
make His soul an offering for Sin.” 


Too long we have made man the 
center of our thoughts and plans 
when God wants to be the center. 
Christians grieve and lament when 
some great preacher dies and 
marvel why God would take away 
such a leader when “He is so great- 
ly needed.” Probably that very at- 
titude is one reason why God takes 
Christian leaders oftentimes in the 
prime of their life and usefulness. 
Our God is a jealous God. He is 
not willing for us to believe that 
we need any man. We need God: 
God Himself can raise up all the 
instruments He desires. They need 
not be cultured, educated, nor even 
talented. God can carry on His 
work without organization or with 
it. He is as likely to bless in an open 
air street meeting as in a million 
dollar church building. The point 
is that God does not really need 
any of us nor anything we have. It 
is good to give God everything, 
but then when we have done all 
the work we can do and given 
all the possessions we own, yet we 
are unprofitable servants. All men

need to learn this basic fact. Men 
need God. God does not need men! 
He is pleased with what we give 
Him if it be prompted by grate- 
ful love, but the gifts themselves 
can mean nothing to a God who 
made the worlds with a word. 

If God was hungry, He would 
not ask us. The beasts of the field 
are His. He has no delight in the 
money we bring and the time nor 
in the talents we use. All the puny 
things we own and are and do 
are derived from the infinite God 
any way. God is no richer for ail 
our giving. He could have it just 
as well by making or taking 
whether we give it or not. 


Happiness Should Depend On Re- 
ceiving From God, Not In Doing 


For God 


Tco many Christians have their 
minds and hearts centered on do- 
ing, doing, doing for God. We long 
to preach more sermons, to win 
more souls, to sing more songs, to 
teach more people, to give more 
money, to build more buildings, to 
organize institutions for God! 
When we come to pray, we some- 
times complacently base our as- 
surance of being heard on the fact 
that we are working for God. More 
often we come with guilty, un- 
easy conscience fearing to ask be- 
cause we are so unworthy. We 
have broken our vows to God. We 
have neither given largely nor 
served well. So we are not happy. 
We lack the joy a Christian ought 
to have simply because we are 
looking for the joy to proceed out 
of ourselves instead of coming from 
God. We are depending on works 
instead of grace for our happiness. 
But our human works are as faulty 
a basis for happiness as they are 
for salvation! 

“Ask and ye shall receive that 
your joy may be full’ (Jno. 16: 
24), the Saviour said. That is a 
blessed thought. Because our do- 
ing is so little it can furnish so 
little happiness, but God’s doing 
and giving. His outpouring 
love and grace are such an in- 
finite ocean of goodness as to 
furnish fulness of joy for all who 
will gladly and freely receive. 

It is a favorite trick of the devil 
to get a mortal to fix his eyes on 
self. To the self-righteous sinner, 
the devil says, “You are as good 
as the church members. You do 
not need to be born again. You 
live a good life, pay your debts, 
care for your family, observe the 
laws. Look at you, you do not 
need Christ.” If the sinner has 
gone on in sin and become en- 
slaved by it; after his conscience 
smites him and pride is wounded, 
then Satan changes his tactics, 
but still he keeps the sinner’s eyes 
upon self instead of Christ. “See,” 
the devil says, “you are not fit to 
be a Christian. You couldn’t live 
right if you tried. You couldn’t 
hold out faithful. There is no use 
to be a hypocrite. You are too far 
gone to be a Christian!” If the 
sinner had first looked to Christ, 
he would have seen himself in his 
wickedness besides the holiness 
and purity of our lovely Saviour. 
And if a sinner is enslaved by 
grosser sins, yet one look away 
from self to the tender compassion- 
ate and merciful, dying Saviour 
would prove that the vilest sinner 
may yet be saved. How much we 
miss when we look at self instead 
of God! So many Scriptures show 
that the only hope of a sinner is 
looking away from himself to 
Christ. “LOOK UNTO ME and be 
saved all the ends of the earth, 
for I am God and there is none 
else.” Jesus said, “COME 
ME all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest.” 

God is honored not when any 
mortal tries to get to Heaven by 
good deeds. That kind of right- 
eousness can never please God. But 
God is honored and Christ is glo- 
rifled when the sinner simply 
takes. receives, what Christ has 
preached on the cross and offers 
freely to every poor helpful sinner. 
The publican honored God far 
So a 


men are passive toward God, that 
is, when we let God do it for us 
instead of doing it for God. 

We need more of a DONE re- 
ligion. When we deal with men, “It 
is more blessed to give than tu 
receive,’ but when we deal with 
God, the most blessed thing we can 
possibly do is to receive. Salva- 
tion comes by our receiving, nct 
our giving. Happiness and joy 
come to the Christian the same 
way, by receiving instead of doing. 
Even our soul winning and all our 
service to God is weak and inef- 
fective usually because it is based 
on our doing instead of God's do- 
ing. Man’s preaching does not save 
souls. But when God puts His 
power upon His word in man’s 
preaching, then souls are saved. 
Moody was a greater soul winner 
than others not because he 
preached more nor because he 
preached better, but because God 
worked more through his preach- 
ing. What made Moody a greater 
soul winner than others was what 
he RECEIVED from God, not 
what he DID for God. Receiving 
is better than doing. If we would 
spend more time waiting with 
empty vessels for God to fill them 
with the power of the Spirit, in- 
stead of cramming our own ves- 
sels full of human plans and pro- 
grams and culture and knowledge, 
we would be infinitely more useful, 
more successful and happier in the 
Lord’s service. Waiting is better 
than working. Receiving is better 
than doing. 

You remember that the apostles 
came back rejoicing because devils 
were subject to them, and they 
worked miracles in their tour of 
the country preparing the people 
for the ministry of Christ. But Je- 
sus said to them, “Rejoice not that 
devils are subject to you, but 
rather rejoice because your names 
are written in Heaven.” 

My dear Christian friend, you 
need to go again to some quiet 
place and dwell on the riches of 
God’s mercy toward you! Think 
how wonderful it is to be saved. 
Your sins are forgiven! They are 
blotted out, they are buried in the 
depths of the sea, they will be re- 
membered against you no more for- 
ever! God has carried your sins 
as far away as the East is from 
the West. You, if you are born 
again, are one of those blessed ones 
whose iniquities are pardoned and 
whose sin is covered; a thrice- 
blessed one unto whom God will 
not even impute iniquity because 
it is charged to Jesus and paid 
for on the cross. 


Christ is preparing a home for 
you in Heaven. When the trumpet 
sounds and the dead in Christ rise, 
you will be caught up to meet Je- 
sus, “And so shall we-ever be with 
the Lord.” His Spirit dwells with- 
in your body. You love God, we 
trust, and so “all things’ — life 
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and death, health and disease, 
riches and poverty, love and hate, 
friends and foes, success and fail- 
ure — “all things work together for 
good! Rejoice over the riches of 
your inheritance. Rejoice over 
what you have now and all that 
God has reserved in Heaven for 
ou.

“Without 
peace with all men, no man shall 
see the Lord.” Bless you, I would 
be hopeless if the verse read this 
way, for I am not at peace with 
all men yet, and I have been con- 
verted forty-two years. Some men 
won’t let me be at peace with 
them. Who of you here can say 
you are absolutely holy in the 
flesh? I met a man in a meeting 
one time who said to me, “I want 
you to know that I am as holy as 
Jesus Christ was.’’ Two days later 
they arrested him for trying to cut 
his wife’s head off with the axe, 
and they found that poor fellow 
insane. There is no holiness in the 
flesh. We are holy in Christ. God 
hath made Him to be unto us 
holiness and righteousness, and He 
is our redemption, holiness, wis- 
dom, and righteousness. It has not 
troubled me for the last thirty-six 
years. 


I used to read these verses in 
John over and over. “Herein is our 
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love made perfect,” but I said, ‘‘my 
love isn’t made perfect. My love 
is very imperfect. I am often very 
selfish; I am often very incon- 
siderate; I am often thoughtless 
about the comfort and happiness 
of everybody. If my love were 
perfect, I would think of others 
and I wouldn’t think of myself at 
all.” “Herein is our love made 
perfect, that we may have bold- 
ness in the day of judgment: be- 
cause as he is so are we in this 
world.” 

I thought of the day of judgment 
as a time when God was going to 
settle the quesetion whether I was 
going to heaven or hell. I thought 
I was on probation because I was 
saved and if I kept faithful to the 
end, then I would go to heaven, and 
if I failed, in the day of judgment 
the Lord would say, “I am sorry, 
but you will have to go to hell.” 
I was afraid of the day of judg- 
ment, for fear it would turn out 
that I wasn’t all I should be, and 
I wouldn't get into heaven. I 
thought it would be better never 
to have been converted and strug- 
gled along if I were to be turned 
down in the end. I had no positive 
assurance. I remember that happy 
experience I had with God when I 
was converted, but I did not have 
positive assurance. The last part 
of the verse troubled me. “As He 
is, sO are we in this world.” As 
He is——-why, I am not as He is. 
I am not as true as He is; I am not 
as faithful to God as He is! I am 
not as consistent and righteous 
in my life as He is; I am not as 
compassionate or thoughtful of 
others as He is.” As He is, so are 
we in this world.” The word was 
simple enough, but I could not say 
that it fitted my case. The last 
verse seemed to hang on the pre- 
vious one, “There is no fear in love; 
but perfect love casteth out fear: 
because fear hath torment. He 
that feareth is not made perfect.’’ 
That is, I am not made perfect in 
love, for I do fear. I was troubled. 
I was saved, but oh, if I shouldn’t 
keep saved, it would be terrible. 
If I should lose “it” or the way! 
Some way I did realize He had 
taken hold of men, and that He 
would keep me, but I was afraid I 
would lose “it’’— my Christian ex- 
perience. I had plenty of fear, and 
I did not possess the perfect love 
that casteth out fear. I wonder if 
there is anyone else that finds it 
this way. When I found out this 
text in Hebrews wasn’t in the Bi- 
ble, I found how this text in John 
was made different by a different 
translation. “Herein is our love 
made perfect.” — “Herein is love 
WITH US made perfect.” “Oh,” I 
said, “That is a different thing. 
Perhaps I have been all wrong 
then. .It isn’t a question of MY 
love, but some other love made 
perfect in me.”’ What love is that ”

Then I noticed how stupidly I had 
been reading. I read the words over 
and over without observing that 
word “herein” that carries us back 
to something that has gone before. 
Herein hath love been made per- 
fect toward us, that God sent His 
Son into the world that we might 
live through Him. ‘Herein is love, 
not that we love God, but that He 
loved us.” “Oh,’’ I said, “this whole 
chapter is occupied with God’s love 
to me. I have been looking for 
perfect love in, the wrong man. 
Perfect love has been manifested in 
the Mediator between God and man 
in the man Christ Jesus. Notice 
the double nature or character of 
that gift. Because we were dead, 
God sent His Son into the world 
that we might live through Him. 
Because we were guilty, God sent 
His Son to make expiation for our 
iniquity. I have everything in 
Christ and Christ is everything. 
God’s love has been manifested in 
the Cross of Calvary. I read verse 
seventeen this way, “Herein has 
love been perfected to us that we 


}}may have boldness in the judg- 


ment.” 


If God sent His Son to be the 
propitiation for my sin, I need not 
fear the judgment because He

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euibs to take my place, to pay my 
debt, and to make me whole. 


“By faith the lamb of God I see 
Expiring on the Cross for me 

He paid the mighty debt I owe, 
He died because he loved me so. 


“For me the Father sent His Son, 
For me the victory. He won, 

To save my soul from endless woe, 
He died because He loved me so.”’ 


“Herein is love, that we may 
have boldness in the day of judg- 
ment.” Now all fear is gone, for 
when the day of judgment arrives, 
my case isn’t coming up. I haven't 
any fear, for my case was settled 
1,900 years ago and settled to the 
satisfaction of God. 

Supposing I" was going down 
the street and I met a group of 
men going into the police station. 
I say to them, “What is going on 
here?” A man says, “They are 
going to try a lot of bandits to- 
day.’’ I decided to go in and listen 
to the case. Someone says, “Why 
do you go in there? They may 
get you.”” I would say, “How can 
they get me? There isn’t any case 
against me?’’ I have boldness in 
the day of judgment because my 
case isn’t coming up. I can go in 
and look on and not have any 
fear. My friend, when Jesus sits 
on the Great White Throne, I will 
be there with Him, but I will be 
there looking on, and not to be 
judged. My judgment was meted 
out to Him when He was hanged 
on the cross for me. 


The blessed fact is true that we 
two are so joined, He will not be 
in glory and leave me behind. I 
haven’t a fear in the day of judg- 
ment. His perfect love casteth out 
fear. It is a question of HIS per- 
fect love and there is no change 
in Him. That love was manifested 
on the cross because He loved His 
own unto the end—all the way 
through their failure and back- 
sliding. He loved Peter all the way 
through the denial and He loves 
His own today with that same 
perfect love. 


What about the last part? Ii 
don’t trouble about that because 
“As He was so are we in this 
world.” I have no fear now be- 
cause perfect love led the Lord 
Jesus Christ to take my place in 
judgment and to bare my sins in 
His own body on the tree. As He 
is in relation to the day of judg- 
ment, so are we in this world. 
We are linked up with Him. We 
have here nine monosyllables. “As 
He is, so are we in this world.” 
When we want to make people 
feel we have something profound 
to say, we strive for the attitude 
of an orator and try to lock intel- 
lectual. We draw out the diction- 
‘ary and use all the big words we 
can, and the people say, “My, isn’t 
He wonderful?’”’ When God under- 
takes to give us the profound truth, 
he uses monosyllables. He tells us 
we are eternally linked up with 
the Son of God, and He sees us 


| just as He sees His Son. 


Here you have God in all His 
simplicity. Any child could under- 
stand it. “As He is, so are we in 
this world.” Isn’t it wonderful ? 
Do you believe it? That drives 
out all fear if I am linked up with 
Christ like that so God loves me 
as He loves His blessed Son and 
accepted me, why that does cast 
out fear. Perfect love casteth out 
fear. “He that feareth is not made 
perfect in love.” What does that 
mean? He just hasn’t learned his 
lesson that the Holy Ghost is try- 
ing to teach him. 

Suppose you are going to have 
a Latin test in school. All week 
some young people are desperate, 
and they walk around with a Latin 
book under their noses conjugating 
verbs; they sleep verbs, and talk 
verbs. Here is a girl walking 
across the campus with her tennis 
shoes on and tennis racket in her 
hand. Some one calls and says, 
“Where are you going? Don’t you 
know there is a Latin test Fri- 
day ?”’ 

“Yes.” ? 

“Aren’t you afraid you will lose 
out if you don’t study?” 

“I know my lesson, I have 
studied all through the term. I 
have it all and I am ready for the 
lesson.” 

She has learned her lesson, and 
she has no fear. If we haven't 
learned our lesson, we are afraid.

fect in love.’’ He hasn’t learned 
what the love of God in Christ Je- 
sus has done. What is the result? 
“We love Him because He first 
loved us."’ He loves all for whom 
He died, even the unsaved. Don’t 
you see that as our souls appre- 
hend that love, our hearts respond 
to that love and we love all for 
whom He died? 

There was a Christian guard who 
had a love for the fellows over 
whom he had to watch. It was his 
duty to take a group of men, fet- 
tered hand and foot, down to the 
riverside where they were taken 
in a boat to a highway. to work.
